to Canada as to Michigan:—‘“ Our wool- 
growers should bear in miad that in a dull 
period it behooves them, more than ever, 
to bestow care upon the manner of prepa- 
ring and putting up their wool for market. 
It is asserted—and they should profit by 
the experienco—that last year the losses, in 
almost every instance, came out of heavy 
wools from sheep that had been allowed to 
run for two weeks after washing. They 
should never be allowed to run ionger than 
from four to six days, for it is a matter up 
on which the safety to the flocks inno small 
degree depends, the grease being emitted so 
rapidly upon a clean skin that the health of 
the sheep is seriously impaired. In the 
case of the fine wooled sheep of Germany 
they are never allowed to run more than 
four or five days, in which course the safoty 
of the flocks is the sole consideration.” -

The 
Church of England would gain by this 
measure, and the Irish were not indifferent 
toit, 1t was said that the people were in- 
different to the reform of 1860, yet”riots 
and other demonstrations obliged the Turies 
to pass tho reform bili.

Your committee, appointed to examine 
and report upon a bill introduced into the 
Covgress of tho United States, by Mr. 
an, of this State, for the purpose of 
encouraging a freo commercial intercourse 
with Onoado, would report as follows 

Tho following is a synopsis of the bill 
It admits tho introduction into tho United 
States, at a duty of five per cont ad val 
of grain, flour, avd broadstuffs of all kinds, 
fish, of all kinds, smoked and salted, green 
and dried fruits; poultry, butter, cheeso, 
maple sugar, lard, tallow, timber, lumber of 
all kinds, round, hewed, or sawed, but not 
othorwise manufactured ; fish oil, coal; firo- 
works, grindstones, rough and unfinished ; 
tho growth and produce of the Provinces of 
British North Amerioa, provided that sim- 
ilar articles, the growth and produce of the 
United States, be admitted to the British 
Provinces at a similar rate, and that all ex- 
port duties thereon shall be abolished.

Selfishnoss, wo know, is quite natural in this 
world, and itis not, perhaps, a matter of as- 
tonishment tbat a Company should be govorn- 
ed by such motives, as woll ag individuals. 
However beneficial a wonopoly of the carry- 
ing trado of the Town mijht be to the Grand 
Trunk Company, we fvar that it would be 
rathor disastrous to business men. QOompeti- 
tion is the life of trade, and it would therefore 
be very unwise to placo any businoss interest 
at the mercy of any monopolist. 

That there is a necessity both for dredging 
tho harbor, and for building tho bridgo, no 
one who has got his right senses about him 
can seriously dispute. If the necessity be 
admitted, then it might be asked, why should 
sensible men, free from Grand Trunk influ- 
ence, oppose tho by-law? Its defoat could 
only have resulted in one of two alternatives, 
The Council could havo raised tho money by 
imposing additional taxes, payable during 
the present year, and proceeded with the 
work,—-or they could refuse to do this, and 
permit the undertaki»g to fall through, to 
the great injury of business interests, and to 
the great inconvonience of the public. Asto 
the question whether money expended for 
pormanent works should be raised by taxation 
at onoe, or distributed ovor a number ef years, 
there can be but very little difference of opin-

country, or melting into bars, and thereby 
rendering it unfit for uring in the trade of the 
country, we might expect somo relief from 
the nuisance; but I am strongly disposed to 
the opinion that the present arrangement will 
not last long.— Cor.

The third is a kind of 
martial headpiece, with a metal top, and 
loose metal bars hanging down at intervals 
all round it as far as the neck. The robe _/ 
ia a very magnificent affair, looking as if 
fresh from the loom, woven apparantly of 
rich gold thread, with large patterns of 
flowers about it woven of silk in appropriate 
colors. This was the robe which Theodore 
threw off just beforc he put an end to his 
life. The goblet, in shape like the Homeric 
“ depas amphikupellon,” is alé of gold, but 
less capacious than its owner's powers of 
imbibing would lead one to suspect. The 
seal of gold bears a lion passant, and the 
handle is made of four large pieces of agate, 
cach of a different color, The other articles 
were rich or curious in their way.
